The grain is said to prod u ce a 
bigger y ield than any other v ariety . 
Concerning the new v ariety The 
Rosenbau m Rev iew sa y s: 
A fter ex periments ex tend ing ov er 
elev en y ears, Lu ther Bu rbank , the 
California horticu ltu rist, has ev olv ed 
iri “su per wheat,” containing ov er 14 
}>er cent, glu ten, a mo-t astou nd ing 
improv ement in the grain, especially 
as wheat in California ru n- to - ‘arch 


more than glu ten. 
As a m a tter of 
fact, millers hav e fou nd it necessary 
in the past to mix California and 
northern w heat in ord er to prod u ce a 
bread mak ing flou r. 
The new ty pe of 
wheat i" som ew hat afte r the a ppe a r­ 
ance of the prize “ M arq u is” hu t has 
a v ary large, white flinty k ernel, and 
pr od u c e s a v ery white flou r.

California v ariety .

is 
strong, being fou r feet on good ord i­ 
nary so il, it 
tillers u nu su ally 
well, 
and on ord inary v alley soil, withou t 
special cu ltiv ation, care or fertilizing, 
prod u ct d this Su m m er at the ra te of 
19 .SS hu -d iels per acre, ev ery plant 
and ev t-ry k ernel being u niform , as 
this wheat was originally grown from 


one single k ernel. 
Ev en at present 
prices of ord inary wheat for milling 
pu rposes, it will be seen that the crop 
of each acre wou ld pu rchase an aere 
of the best wheat land .

Injured by Premature Explosion of 
a Depth Bomb on the Ship 
Orizaba.

receiv ed

that their son, Seam an Clarence A- 
W iesman, who was recently wou nd ­ 
ed , i- rapid ly recov ering. 
He was 
wou nd ed d u ring at 
prem atu re e x ­ 
plosion of a d epth charge on board 
the C. S. S. Orizaba, Au gu st 17 . 
Seam an W iesman enlisted in the 
E. S. X. R. F., May 21-t, and a fte r 
training at 
G reat 
Lak es, 
for 
six 
w eeks, w a s assigned to the 
t\ S. S. 
Orizaba, and was retu rning from his 
second trip across when the acci­ 
d ent occu red . 
The O rizaba is a new, oil-bu rning 
American ship 
o f 12,000 to ns, in the 
troop 
transport serv ice, and 
has 
mad e her third trip across. 
Sev eral reports giv e an accou nt 
of the Orizaba hav ing been a tta c k ­ 
ed by a su bmarine and su nk , bu t, 
while the fleet of nine transports 
and conv oy of fou rteen d estroy ers, 
-u nk a t least three su bm arines on 
ilii- trip» , none of-ou r .-hips was d am ­ 
aged . 
The transports are so well 
gu ard ed , there is little d anger of one 
being su nk . 
The Orizaba, herself, 
has the record of pu tting d own a 
su bm arine u naid ed . 
A clipping from an E astern paper, 
giv es the cau se of the ex plosion as 
being an accid ent in a try -ou t giv en 
an inv ention, by Lieu t- William-on, 
the ex ecu tiv e officer of the ship, for 
the improv ement of d epth bombs. 
The d epth charge is one of the 
latest and most effectiv e weapons 
against the ,-u bmarine, and Lieu t. 
Williamson had perfected a d ev ice to 
control the ex plosion of the charge, 
bu t this time it d id not control, and 
in the ex plosion following the ex e­ 
cu tiv e officer and one gu nner were 
k illed , two others d ied abou t d ark , 
and abou t thirty men were wou nd ­ 
ed ; am ong them being Seam an W ies­ 
man, who was stand ing gu ard tw en­ 
ty feet away . 
While hi- wou nd - 
were sev ere, they were not seriou -, 
the ex tent of his inju ries being pu nc­ 
tu red wou nd s of the right and left 
thigh and left rid e. 
In all, he r e ­ 
ceiv ed 
fou rteen wou nd s, bu t 
only 
fou r were d eep enou gh to req u ire 
su rgical attention. 
Thirteen of the wou nd ed men were 
remov ed to the Nav al Hospital, at 
Brook ly n, X. Y., when the ship came 
in port, -ix d ay - later.

the 
Jack son 
cou nty boy was rem o\ed to Brook ­ 
ly n, bu t a sailor'- lov e for hi- ship 
ami his ship-m ates prompted him to 
rq q u e-t that he might be permitted 
to remain in the -hip hospital, so 
that he might mak e the nex t trip 
across with the -hip. 
The Orizaba i- well eq u ipped to 
care for her wou nd ed , hav ing a hos- 
pital with a capacity of six ty -fou r 
patients and a corps of thirty hos­ 
pital 
attaehees.

W iesman are highly gratified with 
the ex cellent care giv en their son, 
and were glad to learn that no a f ­ 
ter effects are ex pected to resu lt 
from his inju ries. 
Seam an

cu tiv e’s office, and in the d eath of 
Lieu t. Williamson, feels that lie has 
lost a friend .

Mark et reports for early winter also 
showed that hog s were being sent to 
pack ing centers at a mu ch heav ier av ­ 
erag e weig ht than has been the cu s­ 
tom for some time, thu s indicating that 
farmers were finding it profitable as 
well as patriotic to pu t more fat on 
their hog s. 
The feeding for more 
weig ht has been done by the farmers 
in direct response to the many re­ 
q u ests that hog produ ction be in­ 
creased. 
It was impossible to enlarg e 
the nu mber of hog s Immediately ; that 
will come wit» the spring litters, and 
ag ain in the fall. 
It was possible, 
howev er, to add weig ht to the hog s on 
hand. 
An abu ndance of feed, althou g h 
in some localities of poor q u ality , has 
g reatly fav ored farmers, and those fa­ 
v orably situ ated shou ld feed hog s u n­ 
til they weig h 2">0 to 300 pou nds. Not 
only hav e they k ept hog s on their 
farms u ntil the animals carried weig ht, 
bu t the demand at pack ing centers for 
feeder or lig ht-weig ht hog s to be ship­ 
ped back to the cou ntry was u nprece­ 
dented « lu ring the early winter. 
Those who hav e to bu y feed or find 
it necessary to economize on feed 
which they hav e pu rchased may find 
it more to their adv antag e to mark et 
hog s at lig hter weig ht becau se of the 
relativ e slowness and hig her cost of 
pu tting flesh (jnd fat on heav y hog s. 
A weig ht of abou t 2<X> pou nds may be 
attained at from ten to elev en months 
of ag e.

FEEDING THE SUCKLING PIGS 


Shelled 
Co rn 
Is 
Pa rticula rly Go o d 
When They Beg in to No se 
Aro und fo r Fo o d.

Ag riculture.) 
WTion the pig s are abou t three week s 
old. sometimes less, they will beg in to 
nose arou nd for something to eat. 
If 
they arc g oing to do as they shou ld this 
something mu st be su pplied. 
One of 
the best feeds at this particu lar time 
Is shelled corn. It shou ld be in n self- 
feeder in a pen where the pig s can g o 
to It and will not be bothered by any 
of the rest of the hog s. 
This can be 
arrang ed by a creep ju st larg e enou g h 
to admit the pig s handily . Don’t forg et 
that these little fellows g row q u ite 
rapidly and from time to time the 
creep mu st be made larg er. After the 
pig s are 4 or 5 week s old. especially If 
they do not hav e g ood g rass pastu re, 
the addition of some shorts, tank ag e, 
or oil 
meal Is adv isable. 
Nothing 
wou ld be better, howev er, than sk im 
milk . 
The self-feeder 
in 
which 
Is 
k ept corn and other feeds shou ld be 
maintained rig ht along u p u ntil wean­ 
ing time, and after that if the pig is 
Intended for mark et pu rposes. 
Pig s 
to be u sed for breeding pu rposes may 
be k ept on a self-feeder all the time 
with splendid resu lts, bu t In some 
cases they g et too fat and log y and do 
not tak e the proper ex ercise. The most 
profitable pig is tfie one that nev er 
q u its g rowing from farrowing time 
u ntil he Is driv en ov er the scales.

The brood sow’s ration has mu ch to 
do with the streng th of the litter, ac­ 
cording to resu lts obtained at the Iowa 
ex periment station. 
In a lot of g ilts fed a ration of ear 
corn plu s one-tenth as mu ch tank ag e 
by weig ht, 98 per cent of the pig s were 
classed as strong at birth. 
The per­ 
centag e of strong pig s with coru alone 
was 08. 
The percentag e with other 
rations follows: 
Shelled corn, chopped clov er and 
molasses, 80 per cent strong ; ear corn 
plu s clov er in rack , 94 per cent strong ; 
ear corn plu s alfalfa in rack , 94 per 
cent strong . 
The cost of new-born pig s with ear 
corn and clov er was 31 Cents, with ear 
corn and alfalfa 32 cents, with ear 
corn and tank ag e 19 cents, and with 
ear corn only 4 1 cents. 
These cost 
fig u res were based on corn at 5 0 cents 
a bu shel, and wou ld hav e to bo mu lti­ 
plied by 2% or three to mak e them 
apply to present conditions. 


(From the United Sta tes Department o f 
Ag riculture.) 
W here liv e stock is a factor on the 
farm, mak e ev ery field hog -tig ht and 
sheep-tig ht ; hav e thorou g hly g ood per­ 
manent pastu res ; 
g row leg u minou s 
crops ; bu ild a silo ; and k eep only pu re­ 
bred males. These fiv e thing s are ab­ 
solu tely essential in the economical 
produ ction of liv e stock .
